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POSTAL EMPLOYEES 
CALL GENERAL STRIKE 


French Port and Telegraph Unions 

Go Out on Strike, Seriously Crip 
pling Important Public Services — 
Government Take Measures to 
Replace Revolting Civil Servants 
—Traing Leave With Mails. 


Paris, May 11.--The Federal com- 

‘ : 
mittee of the various postal employees 
organizations has voted not to await 
the vote of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties On the interpellations submitted 
today on the postal troubles, It 
launched an order to strike this even 
ing. The committees decision was 
unanimously and enthusiastically on- 
dorsed by @ mass meeting held at the 
Hippodrome, which was crowded by 
10,000 employees, whose right to be 
present was rigorously examined on 
entry. The gtrike order was immed- 
jately obeyed, according to messages 
which kept teaching the meeting, 
stating that the railway letter sorters 
had not left the Paris stations with 
the night’s mail, and that various 
post officers had been deserted by 
their staffs ifcluding most of the let 
ter and printed matter sorters from 
the head office. 

Woman Addressed Meeting. 

A woman orator addressed the meet- 
ing to beseech her fellow telephonists 
to sign the strike lists as they left the 
halt. She complained that no women 
had beey punished by the government 
although she for one had = made 
speeches similar to the men’s. The 
government’s contemp she found more 
insulting than M. Simyan’s language 


before the late strike, Tremendous 
cheering greeted the news that the 
eeamen’s strike had prevented che 


mails from being sent from St. Nazaire 
to Central America and Antilles, Be 
fore the meeting the telegraph em 
ployees had quit work, The sorters 
travelling on trains leaving the Cara 


de Lyon, refused to work, and the 
south bound mail train left without 
them. The men at the Gare St, Laz 


are also struck, In addition to the mail 
sorters who refused to leave Paris oa 
their trains several hundred postmen 
left their deliveries half completed 
in Paris in order to attend the meet- 
ing at the Hippodrome. A majority 
of the operaters at the Central Te!e- 
graph station yguit work but their 
places were taken at once by military 
telegraphers. 

Seaman's Strike at St, Nazaire. 

A despatch from St. Nazaire states 
that the strike of the employees of 
the Central Trans-Atlantie company 
continues and steamers are detained. 
The dock Inborers refused to ship 
500 mail bags for Central America 
and the West Indies and these mails 
are therefore returned to Paris, The 
tie-up is expeeted to be more complete 
in Paris than in the Provinces. The

AUSTRIAN ARCHDUKE 
WORKING AS MACHINIST 


John Orth, Earning $15 Per Week in 
Cleveland, Says He is Johann Sal- 
vator, Cousin of the Reigning Em- 
peror of Austria—Identification to 
be Verified.

Cleveland, 0., May 11.—No_ trace 
can be found in Painesville tonight 
of John Orth, a workman in the Coe 
Machine shop, who today is declared 
to have admittted to a newspaper re- 
porter, that he is none other than 
Johann Salvator, the missing Prince 
of the reigning house of Austria, That 
the machinist who draws $15 in his 
pay envelope each week is the cousin 
ot the Emperor of Austria and 1e 
nounced title and estates in 1890 tnat 
he might wed Ludmille Strubel, a 
Viemmese opera singer, and later was 
reported lost at sea with the ship St. 
Margaretha, in which he sailed from 
London soon after his marriage, is 
doubted by the American consul here, 
Baron Paul Forster. 

The disappearance of John Orth, as 
he called himself when he appeared 
in Evansville, four years ago, and 
again two months ago, each time 
working in the Coe machine shop, has 
left further inquiry into his identity 
an impossibility until he shall be 
found, 

“Yes, I am John Orth, or Johann 
Salvator,” the bent man apparently 
60 years of age, answered this after- 
noon, when questioned as to his ident- 
ity. He then reeounted a tale of 
wanderings over the world. Beginning 
with his escape from the steamer St. 
Margaretha on the Argentine coast. 
the loss of the vessel, his removal 
eventually to w farm on the Island oi 
Martinique, the loss of his, wife and 
two childra@n in the eruption of Mount 
Pelee and his wanderings in America. 
followinig a visit to Paris and the re- 
ceipt there of advice not to reappear 
in Austria, 

When he left the machine shop to- 
night he told Supt. W. R. Flavin he 
need not be surprised if he did not 
return, “You know why,” he said. 
Flavin admits Orth disclosed his iden- 
tity to him four years ago, when Le 
‘itet worked in the shop. 

Colonel Felix Rosenberg, former 
Austrian army officer, familiar with 
men and events of the Austrian court 
at the time of the archduke’s disap 


pesranece, now is awaiting in Paines- 
ville the return of Orth to the little 
boarding house of “Old Man Dunn,” 
a character of the town. He intends 
‘seeking verification of Orth’s identity 
by reference to various officers of the 
court and to events previous to the 
archduke'’s disappearance. On re 
sponses to these references will de- 
pend the verification of the machin- 
ist’s identity as a prince of the old- 
est reigning house of Burope.

sons participated, two men were kil- 
led and 150 injured, three seriously. 
The dead are: Chas. M, Abbott, chief 
electrician of the canal, and a negro 
named Williams. Abbott’s neck was 
broken by a stone. The trouble sturt- 
ed at noon when a corporal and three 
Panaman policemen arrested three 
Jamaicans on the canal gone territory 
A fourth, a negro, resisted arrest and 
was clubbed by an officer. It was at 
the lungh hour and a crowd chased 
the policemen and ran one of them 
down, and he was arrested by the 
zone police, 

This incident was adjusted satisfac. 
torily by the zone police, but it left 
the negroes greatly excited. Last 
hight the Panama police arrested a 
Jamaican in Bolivar street in Colon 
and clubbed him severely. Sympathiz- 
ers protested against the clubbing and 
in the confusion the man broke away 
and ran for the canal zone. Panama 
plain clothes-men fired at the fugitive 
and the bullet went into the balcony 
of a house occupied by negroes, They 
swarmed into the streets across the 
zone and stoned the Panamans and 
shots were fired om both sides. In the 
meantime a crowd of 3,000 haa gath 
ered and there was a general melee in 
which stones, revolvers and rifles 
were used, 

The police of both sides co-operated 
and by splendid work succeeded in 
restoring order. The Panaman gover-

CZAR POSTPONES DECISION. 


He Has Not Yet Acceded to Demands of 
His Cabinet. 


The Czar has 


St. Petersburg, May 10 
his reply 


postponed until next Toesday 
to the cabinet’s ultimatum regarding real 
constitutional government. The cabinet 
met tonight at the premier’s suimimer ie- 
sidence, presumably to find a comprom- 
ise which would appease the reactionary 
party. The Duma leaders are not very 
hopeful of progressive legislation, in view 
of ‘the increased hold the reactionaries 
have on the court. Although it is taken 
for granted that Stolypin will retain the 
premiership for the present, the pessim- 
ists give the cabinet about two months. 
of life and prophesy a ministerial over 
flow after the Duma adjourns for the 
summer, It is thought likely that the 
Duma will be dissolved ere long. In fact, 
members of the extreme right are exult 
ing over the predicament of the cabinet 
and are openly laying plans for the elec- 
tion campaign of the fourth Duma, in 
which the Liberal element will be a 
negligible quantity. 

Rfimors that the Czar and Czarina in- 
tend to visit London, Paris and the Me- 
diterranean shores early in the summer 
are incorrect. Unless the schedule is 
changed, the Czar will go to Stockholm 
the last week in June, and will return 
here to attend the unveiling of a monu- 
ment on the Poltava battlefield, on June 
9, the two hundred anniversary of the 
battle. The Stockholm trip will include 
visits to Christiana and Copenhagen. A 
great patriotic celebration has been 
planned at Poltava and historic regi- 
ments will be assembled there, of which 
four will be sent from St. Petersburg. 

A relative of Premier Stolypin declared 
today that the retirement of the premier 
was imminent, as he had resolved to dis- 
regard the emperor’s request that he re- 
main in office. It was rumored in the 
Duma that a telegram had been sent to 
Former Premier Goremkyin, who is at 
Weisbadan, bidding him to return to §t.
